Trouble at Singapore 


TOKIO, FEB. 18.—A revolt has broken out among the Hindu 


soldiers at Singapore, one of the Strait settlements belonging to Great 
Britain, according to newspaper dispatches received here today from 
the Malay archipelago. 


Marines were landed at Singapore from Japanese and French 


warships and some fighting has taken place between the mutineers 
and the men from the Avar vessels. 


The Hindu mutineers numbered 800 but later half of this num- 


ber is reported to have surrendered and the revolt is said to be sub- 
siding.

Tufts College Society Transmit* Met- 


sages With Apparatus On Ground. 
Boston, Feb. IS.—Experiments con- 


ducted by the wireless society of Tufts 
college have shown that mescagea 
may be transmitted and 
recaived 


without using lofty aerial antennae. 
Under present methods it is neces- 
sary to raise antennae wires on a 
pole 120 feet high. The tests have 
shown that the wires may be reeled 
out on the ground and the apparatus 
made ready fo» use within a third of 
the time required for setting up tae 
aerial equipment. Two ordinary wires, 
ninety feet in leingth, were found 
•when stretched on the ground in a 
direct- line with the transmitting sta- 
.tion to be sufficient to receive mes- 
sages from points fifty to seventy-five 
miles distant.

They have always 


shunned competitive channels of trade. Monopoly is to them us the 
breath of fh.cn- nostrils. 


Industrial democracy is a foreign term in the Rockefeller vocab- 


ulary. Both father and son believe in and have ahvays exercised in- 
dustrial despotism. They evidently cannot Sf-e anything else. In 
this respect they are immeasurably behind Henry Ford, the automo- 
bile king and are even less responsive to the trend of the times than 
thc Guggenhcims, the smelter kings of Colorado.
